Navy officials say commercial 
jet traffic restricts Immbing other 
East Coast ranges. Vieques has 
no sudi restrictions, essential in 
an era when smart weapons can 
be fired from high altitudes or as 
far as 50 miles away. 

"The nation and the world 
have lessened their acceptance of 
collateral damage from any 
means, whether upon the enemy 
or upon dvilinns,” Johnson said. 
“The last time we were able to 
demonstrate that ... was in 
April," before bombing in 
Vieques was suspended following 
the worker's death. 

“The next battle group to come 
• to Puerto Rico will not have that 
hixury," he said.

The hacking tool, colled 
•B02K," can enable someone to 
gain control of a computer or net- 
work from a remote location. 
B02K is an abbreviation for n 
slightly profane variation of 
"Back Office," the name of a pro- 
gram in Microsoft’s Office 2000 
suite of business software. 

The CDC and other hackers 
attending the seventh annual 
“DefCon” convention in Las 
Vegas charged that Microsoft has 
stubbornly refused to address a 
multitude of gaping security 
holes in Windows. 

By exploiting those vulnerabili- 
ties, hackers hope to force the 
world’s largest software company 
to repair them. And, raising the 
ante another notch, the CDC is 
also releasing the software code 
for BO?if _ inviting other pro 





grammers to create mutations 
that would frustrate efforts to 
immunize computers against 
attack. 

But that vigilanic-iypc “hac- 
tivism’’ was rejected by Microsoft 
and federal officials, including 
many who attended DefCon under 
cover - at least until they were

B02K is actually on update to a 
hacking tool released at last 
year’s DefCon hackers conven- 
tion.

HP, UCLA achieve 
chip breakthrough I

SAN JOSE, Calif. - Hcwlctt- 
Fackard Labs and the University 
of (^lifomia-Los Angeles have 
achieved a long-sought break- 
through that could extend the 
ability to design ever smaller and 
more sophisuciicd microproces- 
sors until well into the 21si cen- 
tury. 

If the process proves to be 
rammerdaUy riabic - a very- big 
if, and still a decade away at the 
earliest - processors far more 
iwwerful but just a fraction the- 
size of today’s chips would be 
made possible. 

Chip companies and semicon- 
ductor equipment makers have 
been able to improve existing 
manufacturing lechniquci far 
.—“y®."** JJfha t. any.one. originally— 
thought possible. But the road 
- map for-building ever smaller 
and faster semiconductors - as 
uempiified by Intel co-founder 
Gordon Moore's "Moore's Law" 
chat processors would roughly 
double in performance every 18 
months to two years - extends 
only for another 10 to 15 years at 
most. 

"Sooner or later, loday’.s 
method of making chips is going 


to hit the wall,” said Risto 
Puhakka, vice president of oper- 
ations for VLSI Research Inc. 
"You can already see where 
(chip makers) are running into 
the laws of physics. This would 
be one way for the industry to 
keep making chips that are 
smaller and faster far into the 
next century.” 

The process is known variously 
as molecular-lcvcl engineering, 
nanotechnology or even organic 
computing. Like HP - a large 
Idaho employer - IBM is worl^ 
to develop moIecuIar-lcvcI engi- 
neering into a commercial tei±- 
nology. But only recently has It 
seen an explosion of interest

“That will do it. That late pay- 
ment on his mortgage hurt him 
big time," said Roffman, who 
helped the technician get a 30- 
year, fixed-rate Federal Housing 
Administration (FHA) loan at 
about 8 percent interest. 

“I get tons of people like tliis,” 
Roffman said. “He’s your dassic 
irking gentleman tiying to pay 
ms bills, and now his credit is all 
screwed up. Tlie first tiling every- 
one looks at is the score. It all 
boils down to the score." 

The big change is that people 
have been replaced by computers 
that spew out universal credit 
scores that don’t take into 
account how long people have . 
hved in their homes, their income ' 
and time on the job. ‘nicre's no 
chance of going from one bonk to ' 
anotlier and trying to sweet-talk I 
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lenders. 

_ In the last few j'cars, an increas- 
ing number of lenders and compa- 
nies have begun using computer- 
ized credit scores to help them 
determine whether to approve 
various t>T>es of loans and finan- 
dal amingcmenLs. 

But many people don’t know 
what credit scores are or how 
they affea their lives. 

Credit scores can determine 
wheth^ you can get a car loan or 
a credit card, how big a mortgage 
you can afford, what kind of 
rental property you can purchase 
and wneihcr your home and auto- 
mobile insurance rates will go up, 
said David Shellenbergcr, prod- 
uct manager for Fair, Isaac Co., 
the California company that pro 
duccs^CO scores. 

Recently, even some health 
dubs have begun using the scores 
to predict whether a person will 
default on a membership, and 
some phone companies are start- 
ing to use the scores to hdp deter- 
mine whether to give a person 
low long-distance rates. 

“Credit scoring is used to deter- • 
mine whether people will pay 
their bills on time, but it’s true 
that scores can be used for other 
reasons," Shellenbcrger said. 

“Primarily, scares arc used to 
rake away some of the subjective 
human bias about granting or not

granting loans and replaces it 
with objective data," he said. 

The main benefit of credit scor- 
ing is that people with good credit 
are getting loons aj^irovcd almost 
overnight, and mongage compa- 
nies especially like it because the 
cost of processing loans has 
doim, Shcllcnberger 

There aUo arc drawbacks. 

Sometimes mistakes are made 
on credit reports, and people 
struggle to get them corrected. 
Meanwhile, their credit is dam- 
aged temporarily. 

In addition, some people say 
scoring is unfair because it 
doesn’t take into account a per- 
son's income, how long a person 
has lived in a home or worked at a 
job - the way lenders did years 
ago. 

Opponents also say the 
is cold and impersonal and people 
can wind up paying higher into-- 
cst rates and not lotowwhy. 

“I don't know if 1 think scores 
arc good," said Joe Ricci, an 
owner of MoiorQucst Automotive 
Group LLC in Troy, XCch. 

“A lot of people can’t get 
approved at all through conven- 
tional financing anymore. Some 
people have problems of 

a divorce, some were out of work 
for a while. It’s a shame some- 
times. 

“The credit scores tell us the 


likelihood of >-ou bctng'apprwed 
or not being approved for a car 
loan, plus it indicates to us what 
your iniercst rate will be. They- 
tell us whether >ou are in the pay- 
ment scheme of things.- Ricci 
said. 

. -Credit scores appear on credit 
reports and are compiled b>- three 
national credit reporting* agen- 
cies. 

Each agency has its own scoring 
meihcxl but all provide a list of 
_ ddinguem acrounis. late charges 
wd related data, as well as the 
score itself. Equifax uses a 
Beacon system, Experian uses 
FICO and Trans L'nion (irp. uses 
Empirica. 

The computer also automatical- 
ly checks out how often poteniial 
borrowers apply for loans and 
credit cards and how much is 
owed. 

Tjpically five faciors-scparaie 
the cream of the crop from ihorse 
who might get low- scores and 
have difficulty getting loans.
